During the Interview of WINSTON, WINSTON ad¬ 
vised that in May, 1955, when he was Special Assistant 
for Morale and Welfare to the Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy for Personnel and Reserve Forces, lie turned 
over to the Bureau a report, previously rejected by 
his superiors in the Navy, dealing with alleged Commu¬ 
nist infiltration in the Office of Public Information 
in the Departments of Defense, Navy and Air Force, lie 
said that the Bureau turned this report over to the 
Office of Naval Intelligence. 


WINSTON advised that in May, 1955, he testi¬ 
fied before the Senate Subcommittee on Internal 
Security concerning his allegations ofCommunist 
influence on the military through use of anti-military, 
anti-morale books, magazines and movlos, and that 
during the course of his testimony, he mentioned tliat 
JOSEPH BRYAN III, hlB superior in the Central 
Intelligence Agonoy, had made a derogatory statement 
about the Direotor. He stated that ho was contacted 
by two Bureau Agents after he had testified and that 
the Agents asked him to furnish a statement; concerning 
the derogatory statement mado by BRYAN. Jle said tliat 
. he did not furniflh the statement since the information 
was available in hie testimony before the Senate 
Subcommittee,
